Dover, N. J., Thursday, Dec, 18, 3 
a. m—The Picatinny arsenaj, about 
seven miles from here, was partly de- 
stroyed by an explosion followed by a 
fire which occurred shortly before last 
midnight. 

The explosion caused no cagualties, 
but five men were injured, one prob- 
ably fatally, in fighting the subsequent 
flames: Four buildings were destroyed 
at a loas estimated at $1,000,000. 

The explosion was of tremendous vio- 
lence and the shock of it wag felt in 
tewne within a radius of ten miles of 
the arsenal, For more than two hours 
later shelle exploded in the fire, mak- 
ing the work of fighting the flames ex- 
tremely perilous. -

LONDON, Dec. 18, 3 a. m—The 
vention of a new steel, far in advance 
of any high speed steel hitherto made, 
is ascribed by the Daily Mail today 
to John Oliver Arnold, professor of | 
metallurgy at Sheffield university. 
Prot, Arnold, who is said to have been 
the discoverer of vanadium steel, 
that the new stéel possesses far more | 

om possibilities, that it is un- 
rivaled in hardness, that in tool form 
it will remove a greater weight than 
any other steel, and that it possesses 
comparatively longer life. 

‘The Daily Mail indicates that Prof. 
Arnold uses molybdenum instead of 
tungsten, and says: 

“If large quantities of molybdenum 
(a hard, silver white metallic element) 
can be found and the price reduced, | 
tungsten will take a back seat, because 
6 per cent molybdenum will achieve 
more than 18 per cent tungsten.”
